THE ASSASSINS. 
g, Pa., April 20.— I have just 


seen Mr. 'Lyon a United States detective 
officer, from whom I got the following rel- 
ative to the Booth afftiir. : Tho report that 
Booth 
came to Heading on the train is 


correct, lie was in Heading all day. The 
man that recognized him informed detect- 
ive Lyon and that he knew it was Booth. 
Lyon immediately, in company with Mr. 
Miller, another detective, iinally traced 
him to the depot and ascertained that a 
man answering his description had got on 
the train which had just left. 
The facts 


were immediately made known to Mr. G. 
A. Nichols, Superintendant of the road, 
and an effort made to telegraph to Port 
Clinton, the first telegraph station, but the 
operator not being about, an engine was 
fired and Lyon and Miller and the man 
who had seeu Baoth, proceeded at full 
speed to overtake the regular train, but at 
Port Clinton they were informed that the 
man described had got off there, but wheth- 
er he went to the C'atawissa train or not 
he could not ascertain. A dispatch was 
sent to. .Tamaqun, to the conductor of the 
train, and in the meantime Port Clinton 
was searched. Upon the arrival of the 
train at Tamaqua. the conductor telecraph- 
ed as follows : 
. "Tho man is on -the train/'
